If y o u p aid an emp lo y e mo re than 
$4,200 in the y ear, rep o rt o nly $4,- 
200 p aid to that emp lo y e, If y o u 
p aid wag es fo r any serv ices o ther 
than ag ricu ltu ral labo r, do no t re­ 
p o rt su ch wag es o n Fo rm 943.

June 30, 19 57. he estimated federal 
Income at $66 300,000.000 against

He told Congress the surplus 
should go toward reducing the na­ 
tional debt, and asked for “ the 
utmost cooperation” in keeping the 
gov ernment in the black .
